In  ii]y  Report  fcr  1948,  I stated  that  there  were  1,300  families 
desirous  of  living  in  Council  Houses.  In  Doceniber,  1952,  the  Housing 
Manager  reported  that  there,  were  1,700  applicants  for  Council  Houses. 
Hecentl^^,  the  Manager  reported  that  the  number  of  applicants  was  1,767. 

, In  1953^  'the  Local  Authority  completed  92  houses , while  83  were 
completed  by  Private  nnter prise  and  the  Goal  Industry  Housing  Association. 
It  is  not  likely  that  the  Local  Authority  will  erect  many  houses  in 
1954, hut  a large  number  will  be  completed  by  the  Coal  Industry  Housing 
Association. 

In  considering  the  aijplications  for  Council  Houses,  the  follov/ing 
facts  are  observed 

Lumber  of  applicants  vvho  are  sub-tenants  - 1,253 

Lumber  of  sub-tenant  applicants  - husband  and  wife  only  - 334 
..  Lumber  .'^of  sub-tenant  applicants  - husband, wU.fe  and  one  child  -548 

So  fai'  very  little  has  been  done  for  the  small  family , although, 
as  stated  in  ii\y'  lieport  for  last  year, future  building  programmes  V7ill 
include  a substantial  percentsige  of  houses  for  small  families. 

Very  little  has  been  done  for  families  living  in  grossly  sub  - 
standard  houses.  As  rime  goes  on,  it  becomes  increasihtily  difficult,  in 
fact  it  becomes  impossible, to  keep  some  of  these  houses  diy.  A fev;  old 
houses  are  definitely  in  dangor  of  collapsing. 

Last  year!  noted  that  the  Council  was  concei-ned  about  the  \¥ay 
in  vHiioh  a small  proportion  of  their  tenants  failed  to  take  reasonable 
oare  of  the  new  houses.  A fe\;  are  not  careful  to  meet  their  obligations 
concerning  the  rent.  Luring  tiio  yof:r  1953^  '^He  Council  w'as  obliged  to 
evict  nine  families , involving  44  iDersons,of  whom  27  v.ere  children.  These 
stern  measures  were  taken  only  alter  the  most  persevering  and  patient 
approaches ,
